•ripening of late apples were excell- 
ent during the month and the crop 
is larger than anticipated earlier in 
the year. 


Production is now forecasted 
at 


174,000 barrels, 
compared to 160- 


000 a. month ago, and a final pro- 
duction of 126,000 barrels in 1919' 
and 114,000 in 1918. Condition on 
October 1 indicated a production of 
62 percent of a full crop compared 
to 57 on September 1 and 46 a yea." 
ago. 


Condition in Door county is esti- 


mated at 78 percent; Bay-field, 90; 
•Crawford and Vernon, 80; Sauk 52- 
and Richland, 50. 


A severe hail storm in Door coun- 


ty caused 
a large decrease in the 


prospective shipments of table stock 
from that county, and such of the 
crop will be canned or manufactur- 
ed into cider. Reports from all parts 
of the state indicate that much fruit 
will not be picked because of 
low 


prices prevailing for the fruit and 
the high price of barrels. A great 
deal of fruit will unquestionably be 
shipped in bulk for this reason.
